—Clothing for the prisoners in the 
state penitentiary is no small item 
in the maintenance of that institu­ 
tion, according to O. B. Barton, pur­ 
chasing agent for the state penal in­ 
stitutions. 
Mr. Barton said today 
that underwear alone 
necessitates 
the annual purchase of 20,000 yards 
of Canton flannel, a like amonnt of 
muslin for shirts, material for 6,000 
pairs of shoes and material for 7,000 
khaki suits. 
A new pair of khaki 
trousers and a coat of the same ma­ 
terial are given to each prisoner ev­ 
ery four months, and one blue-grey 
cadet uniform a year. The prisoners 
may wear these uniforms when they 
desire to do so, but are usually care­ 
ful to preserve their natty 
appear­ 
ance by wearing them only occasion­ 
ally. 
For “dressing out” 
alone, 
1,200 
yards of woolen 
goods, 
somewhat 
more or less, 
are 
required 
every 
year, and an average of about 600 
overcoats. The suits in which the 
prisoners are released are mAde ac­ 
cording to twelve differebt patterfts, 
so that, should that many be freed 
simultaneously, none would be dress­ 
ed like another.

The Greek collapse in Asia Minor has

Greeks, Turkey will demand of the allies 
the restoration of practically everything 
lost in the world war and complete freedom 
of action in regard to the size of the army 
jyhich Turkey is to maintain.

KIPLING AND HARVEY. 
y Rudyard 
Kipling, 
according to a dis­ 
patch from Washington, "has done more to 
Jaite congress in its determination to col­ 
lect the billion of dollars loaned England 
than any other influence since the war. His 
denial of the accuracy of the interview, 
does not serve as an antidote, for the senti­ 
ments therein expressed are verified by 
others who have talked with the poet at va­ 
rious times." 
The congressman and others who are so 
worked up over the utterance attributed to 
Kipling ought to stop and consider a while 
before they give way unreservedly to their 
indignation. 
Among the facts which they 
ought to take into account is the fact that 
the official American spokesman in Eng­ 
land is one, George Harvey, who has been 
at great pains to interpret for the British 
people the motives of the American people 
in entering the war, their sentiment regard­ 
ing the wár, and their course 
of action 
since the war ended. Disregarding details, 
tt appears that Kipling has simply accepted 
IJarvey’s interpretation a» the correct one. 
In the main, the British 
poet's view of j 
America is a pretty faithful reproduction 
of the picture of America which Gewgc : 
Harvey painted for the Britishers, a picture 
which Harvey’s superiors at Washington 4 
bave never disclaimed or repudiated.

FEW REJECTIONS ON 
CLAIMS TO BONUS 


JEFFERSON CITY. Sept., 28.—It 
is forecast today by F T. Stockard, 
one of three who 
were 
reviewing 
the cases of 1600 former soldiers, 
sailors and marines whose bonus 
claims have been 
rejected, 
that 
only a few of these will finally be 
denied. 
Investigation of about 100 
cases has revealed that in the lar­ 
gest percentage of these rejection 
was due to errors in preparing the 
original 
application 
forms. 
Those 
errors are usually corrected by af­ 
fidavits and other testtimony pre­ 
sented to the reviewers, who are 
D. D. McDonald, appointed by Gov­ 
ernor Hyde to represent him; Strat­ 
ton Shartel, appointed by Attorney 
General Jesse W. Barrett to repre­ 
sent him; and Mr. Stockard, 
ap 
pointed by Secretary of State Charles 
U. Becker as his representative. The 
governor, secretary of state and At­ 
torney general 
comprise a board 
which must ultimately accept or re­ 
ject appealed claims. 
The review­ 
ers may only make recommenda­ 
tions. But it is anticipated that the 
board will be largely governed, 
by 
these in its decisions. 
Of the 300 cases, or more, which 
have been presented to the review­ 
ers in person or by affidavit, some­ 
what more than one-third of that 
number has been disposed of. 
Mr. 
Stockard said that he finds that the 
cases may not, for the most part, 
he classified, as each case has its 
individual characteristics, demand­ 
ing separate consideration. 
The 


work, therefore, he said, is slow. He 
declared that it will take more than 
a month to check up all the cases.
